This was the general 
consensus of most experts who testified a few 
weeks ago before Congress. 


President Eisenhower put a top-level De­ 
fense Department group to work on the problem 
and 
promised a 
sound 
plan without 
delay. 
Defense Secretary McElroy said he would devote 
much work to it. 
Now it appears that changes to be recom­ 
mended will fall short of what are needed 
A 
"watered down compromise" seems the most 
likely result to emerge from the tug-of-war going 
on at the Pentagon. 
McElroy is reported more reluctant now 
than he was two months ago to alter the basic 
system of Joint Chiefs of Staff with each chief 
heading his own service as well as trying to 
make overall policy. 
Chairman Carl Vinson of the House Armed 
Services 
Committee 
and 
Chairman 
Richard 
Russell of the counterpart Senate committee are 
reportedly leading the effort to prevent any 
changes that would reduce the power and 
prestige of the Navy.

170 000 000 Americans accept. But apart from that, rn 
what importance is such a statement, except to belittle 
J. Edgar Hoover’’ 
For after all, if Hoover thought 
that everybody knew as much about this sub lect 
to 
which he has devoted so much of his life. as he did. 
there would be no need to write another hook 
What 
Hoover has done in this volume is to summarize all 
the information available to him. all tho experience 
which has been his and his agents’ since 1917. 
Let me quote John B. Oakes a little further: 


"There is at times a naive and at times a slightly 
dated quality to the contents of Mr. Hoover's hook, 
which as he himself says is written ‘in almost primer 
form 
It is dated because American communism 
itself is dated with no longer any strength or influ­ 
ence with no front organizations of any power, with 
no toe-hold in government, in labor, in the press, in 
any significant area of American lite . . ." 


Hoover answers this question in the foreword to 
the book: 


Today, as I write these words, my conclusions 
of 1919 remain the same. Communism is the maim* 
menace of our time 
Today, it threatens the very 
existence af our Western civilization " 


Wha! Oakes does in his book review is not to 
discuss the material in J. Edgar Hoover’s volume as 
much as to write his own private polemic to establish 
that the Communist Party has withered on the vine in 
the United States. 
To establish his thesis, he cites 
the loss of membership but says nothing about the 
partv apparatus going underground he cites the death 
of the 
Daily Worker 
hut says nothing of the party 
quarrel between the Kremhnites and the Stalinists and 
how the Kremhnites won the dav by dosing down 
the "Daily Worker" and thereby throwing the Stalin­ 
ists out of jobs and the party . 


Oakes does not say that Hoover devotes many 
pages of his book to prove that numbers do not count 
and that dupes (some call them dopes/ are as danger­ 
ous to the United States as overt party members.

Patrick's real name was

ricio* Magonus Suratus. He wax 
horn in 3R9 and his grandfather 
was a priest. 


Pat rictus w as 14 w hen he was 
carried off by Irish raiders a' a 
slave, He served a master who 
had an estate near Ballymena in 
('minty Antrim 
The boy was a 
pagan. He believed in nothing 
The work in which he engaged 
was (he (ending of sheep. 
It was a lonely labor After a 
time, Patricius felt that he was 
no longer alone 
Someone was 
with him: someone he could not 
see It was God The boy learned 
to pray in the hest way—not by 
reciting formal prayers 
hut by 
opening his heart. "M y spirit was 
stirred up.” Patricius 'aid later, 
"so that in a single day I said 
as many as a hundred prayers 
and at night nearly as many . . . " 
He was an ox-strong boy of 20 
when he heard a voice warning 
him to prepare for a 
"brave 
effort ’ which would bring him 
home. He traveled 200 miles to 
a hay he saw in his dream and 
hoarded a 'hip he had never 
seen. The ship 'ailed down the 
Irish .Sea and after three days, 
beached on a strange shore 
The captain 
the sailors, and 
Patricius 
walked 
for 
TO 
days 
through sand and forests and in 
hot sun and chill of night. The

At every other turn in the road, 
Patricius had to fight the druids. 
He ducked flying .spears anc fled 
fire and overturned a big idol at

simple shamrock the bishop con­ 
verted two daughters ot a king 
to Christianity. 
He preached up and down thai 
coast' and inland. Like his Mas­ 
ter. he gathered disciples, and 
they 
preached 
and 
converted, 
Patricius was old and broken in 
health hut he lived to see a big 
cathedral at Armagh and small 
churches in many towns and ha 
saw the decline of the druids too.
